The very slight fall in daily receipts in June as compared 
with May was less than the seasonal fall in a normal peace- 
time year, so that the index number based on the average 
receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 1926) 
rose from 148-9 to 150-0. As compared with a year earlier, 
the June receipts showed a rise of 3-6 per cent., the corresponding 
increase for the preceding months of the year being about 5 per 
cent. The month-to-month comparison is probably the more 
reliable as an indication of trend, the increase relative to 1941 
being smaller in June than in the preceding months owing to 
receipts in the early months of jlast year being affected by air 
raids.

NEW ZEALAND 


BULK-PURCHASING OF CERTAIN GOODS THROUGH 
THE NEW ZEALAND MINISTRY OF SUPPLY 


When announcing the basis for the issue of import licences 
for the Seventh Licensing Period (i.e. the calendar year 1943) 
the Acting Minister of Customs referred to the difficulties and 
delays which were experienced in obtaining certain supplies from 
overseas. ‘“‘ The fact,”’ he said, “that industry in almost all 
countries from which we have imported goods in the past is 
now engaged in war activities makes the position regarding 
supplies of many commodities uncertain and difficult.” 

The Minister stated that in the United Kingdom, as well as 
North America, the control of supplies of practically all classes 
of commodities was now very rigid, and that in most instances the 
onus of showing that the goods were essential would be on the 
importer. This would entail the furnishing of full details of 
requirements in support of orders, and experience had shown that 
the controlling authorities attached much more weight to an 
order placed by the Government than an order placed through 
private channels, even though it was sponsored by the Govern- 
ment. 

“In view of these circumstances,’ stated the Minister, “ it 
will be evident that if we are to obtain supplies of goods which 
are essential to our needs, the order must be placed through the 
Ministry of Supply. Where such a procedure is adopted, licences 
will not be granted to private importers. Importation by the 
Ministry of Supply will be resorted to, however, only where 
necessary, and every endeavour will be made to utilise the normal 
channels of distribution.” 

The classes of goods which it is proposed to obtain under 
the procedure are detailed in the Schedule of Allocations for the 
Seventh Licensing Period under ‘‘ Customs Regulations and 
Tariff Changes” (page 390). It is probable that it will be found 
necessary to add to this list from time to time. 


BRITISH INDIA WHEAT CROP ESTIMATES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports that the final estimate of the 1941-42 All-India 
wheat crop is 33,979,000 acres, a decrease of 2-5 per cent. on last 
year’s revised estimate of 34,849,000 acres, and 10,070,000 tons, 
an increase of 0-4 per cent. on last year’s revised estimate of 
10,027,000 tons.—T'rade Commissioner for India in London.

EXPORT LICENSING 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 34) ORDER, 
1942 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 34) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1640, price 1d.), which comes into force on 
7 September 1942, contro] is extended to cover additional metal 
manufactures, machinery, electrical goods (including wireless 
apparatus) and chemicals ; spectacles and sunglasses made from 
plastic material; cork stoppers; curled hair and unexposed 
sensitised photographic film. ; 

I. Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Spectacles (including sunglasses) with frames, sides or rims 
wholly or partly of plastic material ; and parts thereof wholly 
or partly of plastic material 

Articles of the following descriptions made wholly or mainly of 
non-precious metals :— 

3oxes, jewel and trinket. 
Spectacle cases. 

Incubators (poultry egg) brooders and hovers. 

Lamps for lighting, wholly or mainly of metal, burning liquid 
fuel. 

Metal bulbs of the kind used in aerated water syphons. 

Washing machines, domestic ; mangles and wringers, domestic ; 
and any combinations thereof. 
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Wire-weaving machinery. 
Cork and cork manufactures, the following :— 

Stoppers, wholly or partly of cork, whether or not fitted to 
bottles, cans, jars, tubes or similar containers, but not 
including stoppers fitted to filled receptacles. 

Animal hair, the following :— 
Curled hair. 
Amplifiers of the thermionic valve-incorporating type. 
Flat-irons. 
Gramophones, radio gramophones'and record players and parts 
therefor, the following :— 
Gramophones, radio gramophones and record players. 
Pick-ups. 
Units incorporating electric motors. 
Headphones and earpieces and headbands therefor. 
Hearing aid appliances designed for the use of the deaf. 
Loudspeakers and loudspeaker units. 
Microphones. 
Wireless receiving sets and receiver chassis. 
Wireless transmitting apparatus. 
Ethyl] cellulose (cellulose ethyl ether) and preparations thereof. 
Manganese sulphate. 
Mixtures of, or containing, potassium hydroxide or lithium 
hydroxide. 
Unexposed sensitised photographic film (other than paper film), 


II. Existing controls have been extended to cover hand and 
bench tools (and parts thereof) made wholly or mainly of metal 
and all kinds of containers (including flattened containers) and 
hollow-ware. 

III. The existing licensing requirements with respect to 
(a) caps, capsules and sprinklers tops wholly or mainly of metal ; 
(5) fish hooks, fishing rods and fishing reels wholly or mainly of 
metal; (c) musical instruments ; (d) bristles of the pig, hog or 
boar ; (e) wireless valves ; ( f ) insecticides, fungicides and weed- 
killers; (g) iron oxides ; (h) rotenone, cubé and derris, and (7) 
sera are superseded by the provisions that licences will, in future, 
be required to export the following :— 

(a) Caps, capsules, lids, sprinkler tops, stoppers and other 
closures, wholly or partly of metal, whether or not fitted 
to bottles, jars, cans or similar containers, but not including 
closures fitted to filled receptacles. 

(6) Fishing tackle and requisities, wholly or mainly of metal, the 
following :— 

Hooks, rods and reels and cases therefor. 

Lod fittings. 

(c) Musical instruments and parts, the following :— 

Gramophones without electrical amplification. 

Musical instruments (other than gramophones, radio 
gramophones, record players, violins, violas, violon- 
cellos and double basses) and metal parts of such 
instruments. 

Sound boxes and tone arms for gramophones. 

Spring motors for gramophones and units incorporating 
such motors. 

(d) Bristles of the pig, hog or boar, whether dressed or not and 
bunches of knots containing such bristles. ~ 

(e) Wireless valves and other electric discharge tubes and parts 
thereof. 

(f ) Insecticides, fungicides and weed-killers containing arsenic 
compounds, chlorinated naphthalenes, cyanides, fluorides, 
metaldehyde, nicotine or its salts, petroleum oils, 
pyrethrum or its extracts or silico fluorides. 

(g) Iron oxides and pigments containing iron oxides including 
ochres, siennas and umbers. 

(h) Rotenone, roots containing rotenone, whether ground or not, 
extracts containing rotenone and preparations of any of 
the above. 

(t) Bacteriological products, not of a kind used solely for 
veterinary purposes, the following :— 

Antigens, including toxins, toxoids and tuberculins, but 
not including vaccines, antiviruses and bacteriophages. 

Sera, including antitoxins and antitoxie globulins. 

IV. Applications for licences to export the following classes 
of goods will not, normally. be entertained :— 

Incubators (poultry egg) brooders and hovers. 

Metal bulbs of the kind used in aerated water syphons. 

Washing machines, domestic ; mangles and wringers, domestic ; 

and any combinations thereof. 

Wire-weaving machinery. 

Fishing rod fittings. 

Jewel and trinket boxes. 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 32) ORDER, 
1942: PROCEDURE 
CORRECTION

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COUPON BANKING 
COUPON EQUIVALENT DOCUMENTS 


At present coupon equivalent documents of a kind which 
previously carried quota-free rights are not paid into coupon 
bank accounts, but are passed back outside the banking system. 
As from 1 September 1942, this arrangement will be changed 
and the following rules will come into force :— 

(1) A trader who receives a valid declaration or certificate from 
a Local Authority or other person entitled to coupon-free 
supplies of rationed goods against the surrender of that 
document must hold it until he has executed the order. 
If he cannot execute the order from stock, and has not 
enough coupons to purchase the goods, he may apply to 
the Chief Accountant, Board of Trade, Carlton Hotel, 
Bournemouth, for a loan of coupons. He should send the 
document with the application and state the coupon value 
of the goods which he has agreed to supply against it. 

(2) When the trader has executed the order, he should endorse 
on the document his name and address and the coupon 
value of the goods which he has supplied, and he can 
then pay the document into his coupon bank account, 
counting it as equivalent to the number of coupons stated 
inthe endorsement. He must not passthe document back 
to another trader in payment or part payment of an order 
for rationed goods toa coupon value exceeding 75 coupons. 

(3) A trader who receives from another trader a coupon 
equivalent document, endorsed as stated in paragraph (2) 
above, should add a further endorsement giving his own 
name and address and the coupon value of the rationed 
goods he has supplied against that document ; and he can 
then pay it in to his coupon bank account. This also 
applies to any such document already in his possession 
on 1 September ; he need not send it back to the customer 
for a new endorsement. If he receives such a document 
on or after | September, he must not supply more than 
75 coupons worth of goods against it; and on paying it 
into his bank account, he cannot obtain credit for more 
than the coupon value of the goods which he has himself 
supplied. 

(4) Applications for replacement of war damaged goods made 
under the licence 8. R. & O. 1942, No. 1209 (price 1d.), 
must not be paid into bank accounts. Traders who supply 
goods against them without coupons under this licence 
should endorse the applications and forward them to the 
Board of Trade, in accordance with the instructions on 
the form of application. Nor may traders pay into their 
bank accounts documents which are merely evidence of 
supplies for Government contracts. 

The following amendments should, therefore, be made to the 
‘“*'Trader’s Instructions and Guide to Bank Accounts for Clothing 
Coupons ”’ :— 

(a) Insert the above instructions at the end of paragraph 12. 

(b) Delete paragraph 14 and also the references to it in para- 
graphs 9, 10, 12 (footnote) and 18. 

(c) Delete the second sub-paragraph of paragraph 31 and also 
paragraph 37. 

(d) Delete the references to ‘* Documents carrying quota-free 
rights’ in paragraphs 18, 34 and 35. 

The necessary amendments to the Consumer Rationing Order, 
and the revised licences, will be published shortly. 


BANK ACCOUNTS FOR CLOTHING 
COUPONS 


Traders are asked to assist the Board of Trade Coupon Collec- 
tion Offices by writing the word SAMPLE clearly in block letters 
on the flaps of all envelopes containing ‘“ marked” coupons 
which they pay into their Bank Accounts. The rules relating 
to the acceptance of actual coupons or their equivalents from 
other traders, the sampling of such coupons, and the daily 
record of loose coupon transactions, will be found in para- 
graphs 31-38 of the Traders Instructions and Guide to Bank 
Accounts for Clothing Coupons. They have been given legal 
force by the Consumer Rationing (No. 10) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1120, price 1d.) and the Coupon Banking Directions, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1143, price Id.). 


WOVEN NON-WOOL CLOTH 
DIRECTIONS 


The provisions of the Woven Non-Wool Cloth Directions, 
1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 30 May 1942, page 
272), relating to quota restrictions on the supply of non-utility 
cloth, expire on 31 August next. 

On 1 September next the following arrangements will come 
into force under the Woven Non-Wool Cloth (No. 2) Directions, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1661) :— 

(1) The quota for supplies of non-utility cloth in the 6 months 
ending 28 February 1943 will be one-third of the Class A (2) 
quota for such cloth under the Cloth and Apparel Order ; 
that is, approximately 3 per cent. of supplies in the 
standard period ending 31 March 1940, 
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(2) From 1 September onwards in respect of current production 
of non-utility cloth, suppliers will receive from the Cotton 
Control, acting on behalf of the Board of Trade, a licence 
enabling it to be supplied free of quota. 

(3) The supply of utility cloth will remain as at present, free of 
quota. 

(4) The obligation on registered firms to supply at least 75 per 
cent. of their utility cloth to designated firms will cease. 
Future arrangements for the supply of utility cloth to 
designated firms will be made by the Utility Cloth Office, 
Manchester, in conjunction with the Board of Trade. 

(5) After 31 December next no registered person may supply 
non-wool utility cloth other than household textiles 
bearing a three-figure specification number. 


MAKING OF CIVILIAN CLOTHING 


The Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 7) Order, 
1942 (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 9 May 1942, page 242), 
has been amended by the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restric- 
tions) (No. 7) (Amendment) Order, 1942 (S .R. & O. 1942 No. 1643 
price Id.), so that knitted garments, other than garments made 
from plain circular knitted rayon fabrics or warp knitted locknit 
fabric, do not have to comply with the same restrictions as 
garments made from woven cloth. The amendment states, 
however, that such knitted garments must not have hand or 
machine embroidery, buttons for the purposes or ornament, 
imitation buttonholes, imitation pockets, more than two pockets, 
or more than one name tab or drop ticket in addition to the size 
tab and Utility label. 


CERTIFICATES FOR INDUSTRIAL RUBBER 
BOOTS 


After 31 August 1942 traders will no longer be permitted to 
supply rubber boots without buying permits against Factory 
Inspectors’ and similar equivalent certificates issued for such 
boots before 15 June 1942. 

From 1 September onwards these certificates will be valid 
as coupons only, and for rubber boots an official Board of Trade 
buying permit will be needed as well. 


MACHINERY, PLANT AND APPLIANCES 
(CONTROL) ORDER 
GENERAL LICENCES TO CRANE MANUFACTURERS 
AND METAL SHUTTER MANUFACTURERS 

Under the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) Order. 
1942, as amended by the Machinery, Plant and Appliances 
(Control) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 10 January, page 19, and of 27 June, page 306), General 
Licences have been issued as follows :— 

Cranes.—S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1652, price ld., dated 17 August 
1942, authorises crane manufacturers to acquire steam generating 
machinery and plant, falling to Class 61, for use with cranes 
made by them upon production of authority from the Ministry 
of Supply to manufacture said cranes. 

Metal Shutters.—S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1653, price 1d,, dated 
17 August 1942, authorises manufacturers of metal shutters to 
supply them to any person in receipt of a licence or authorisation 
granted for their installation by the Minister of Works and 
Planning or other appropriate authority under Regulation 56a 
of the Defence (General) Regulations, 1939. 


ENCOURAGEMENT OF EXPORTS (COTTON) 
ORDER, 1942 
SUSPENSION OF LEVY 

In view of the changed export situation and of the surplus 
which has arisen from the collection of the levy of 5d. per 100-Ib. 
raw cotton, imposed by the Board of Trade under the Defence 
(Encouragement of Exports) Regulations, 1940, the Board of 
Trade have decided to suspend, for the time being, the collection 
of this levy. The Order suspending the levy is the Encourage- 
ment of Exports (Cotton) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1597, 
price ld.). The levy was imposed for the purpose of defraying 
expenses in connection with the promotion and financing of 
export trade in products of the cotton industry. The suspension 
in no way affects the levy collected by the Cotton Board under 
the Cotton Industry Act, 1940. 

The Board of Trade, with the approval of the Treasury, have 
power to re-impose the levy, if circumstances arise to make it 
desirable, so long as the Defence (Encouragement of Exports) 
Regulations, 1940, remain in force. In the meantime, British 
Overseas Cottons Ltd., the company formed by the Board of 
Trade to carry out the work which the levy was raised to finance, 
remains in existence performing services to the industry as 
required in existing circumstances.

CONTROL OF RUBBER TYRES 

The Ministry of Supply has re-enforced the provision of the 
Control of Rubber Tyres (No. 4) Order, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 17 January 1942, page 38) which prohibited 
delivery by retreaders of retreaded tyres to anyone except 
authorised tyre depots. 

After the No. 4 Order had come into force a Direction (No. 1) 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 597, price 1d.) was issued which permitted 
retreaded tyres, received by retreaders before 4 April, to be 
delivered to the customers from whom they had been received. 
The new Direction (No. 3) (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1630, which is 
now being printed) withdraws this permission. 


CONTROL OF COTTON INDUSTRY 


The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 35) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1629) made by the Minister of Supply 
amends the No. 29 Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
14 March 1942, page 141) fixing maximum prices for certain types 
of cotton waste. 

The maximum prices fixed by the No. 29 Order applied to 
waste whether delivered in bales or any form of delivery. Under 
the new Order the maximum price for certain types of waste is 
reduced by 0-12d. per Ib. if the waste is delivered in any form 
other than pressed bales. The No. 35 Order also provides that 
no person, including a public presser, shall make any charge for 
putting cotton waste into pressed bales without the previous

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approval of the Minister of Supply. Applications for such 
approval should be made to the Cotton Control, Cotton Waste 
Section, Arkwright House, Parsonage, Manchester, 3. 


CONTROL OF FLAX 


The Control of Flax (No. 14) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1627, price 1d.) and the Control] of Flax (No. 15) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1628, price 1d.) have been issued by the 
Ministry of Supply under the No. 15 Order the scale of charges 
for scutching retted flax straw provided by the Nos. 11 and 1% 
Orders (S. R. & O. 1940 No. 1970 and 1941 No. 1669, price 1d., 
respectively) has been amended as follows : 

Flax: 5s. 3d. per stone of scutched flax produced. 
Tow: 4s. 3d. per stone of scutched tow produced. 

The No. 14 Order requires farmers in Northern Ireland to 
furnish to the Ministry of Agriculture of Northern Ireland, 
Stormont, Belfast, before 31 August 1942, particulars of any 
dam or dew retted flax straw suitable for scutching into long fibre 
which was obtained from seed sown in Northern Ireland any 
time in the year 1941, together with the name of the mill where 
it is to be scutched. 

The Order also makes it obligatory for farmers to have all such 
flax straw scutched before 31 October 1942, unless exempted 
by a licence granted by the Ministry of Agriculture for Northern 
Ireland from so doing.

IMPORTATION OF FOOD BY TRAVELLERS 


With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 19 December 1940 (page 375), arrangements have been made 
between the Departments concerned that, as from 1 September 
1942, foodstuffs the property of British (including Empire) 
seamen wherever domiciled, other seamen domiciled in the 
United Kingdom, passengers and Royal Navy personnel, may 
be imported from Eire without import licences, provided that the 
total quantity of all foodstuffs does not exceed 7 lbs. and that no 
one rationed foodstuff within that quantity exceeds 2 Ibs. 

Such seamen, passengers and Royal Navy personnel arriving 
from ports in other countries including persons on vessels which 
may call at a port in Eire as part of a normal voyage, may 
import foodstuffs without import licences, provided the total 
quantity does not exceed 25 Ibs. and that no one rationed food- 
stuff within that quantity exceeds 5 lbs. 

Any Customs duty chargeable must be paid on goods brought 
in under this concession, if the quantity exceeds the amount 
ordinarily allowed free of duty. 


INSURANCE OF COMMODITIES IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939—PART II 

The Board of Trade have, with the approval of the Treasury, 
decided that, in respect of the period beginning 3 September 
1942 and ending 2 December 1942, the rate of premium payable 
under any policy of insurance issued under the Commodity 
Insurance Scheme shall continue to be at the rate of five shillings 
per cent. per month. Effect has been given to this decision by 
the War Risks (Commodity Insurance) (No. 4) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1639, price Id.). 


LOCATION OF RETAIL BUSINESSES ORDER, 
1942 
THE OPENING OF NEW SHOPS 

The Location of Retail Businesses Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1619, price 2d.), supersedes the Location of Retail 
Businesses Orders, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 Nos. 1784 and 1933). 
It makes it necessary for all traders in goods covered by the Order 
(i.e. most non-food goods) to apply for licences if they wish to 
start a new retail business. 
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The purpose of the new Order is to consolidate the provisions 
of the 1941 Orders and to deal with the situation which has been 
created because advantage has been taken of a loophole created 
by the goodwill clause in 8. R. & O. 1941 No. 1933. This amend- 
ment dispensed with the need for a licence where the goodwill 
of an existing business was acquired by operation of law or other- 
wise. It has, however, led to undesirable dealings in fictitious 
goodwill. The Local Price Regulation Committees, who grant 
licences under this Order on behalf of the Board of Trade, will 
accordingly give favourable consideration to applications for 
licences when there is a real transfer of goodwill, but in general 
they will consider applications for licences in relation to the local 
need for a new business or the extension of an existing business. 


HIRING OF COSTUMES FOR STAGE AND 
FILM PRODUCTIONS 


The General Licence (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1189) allowing the 
hiring without coupons of costumes for stage and film productions 
has been revoked by S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1638, which has not been 
printed. Theatrical costumiers should now apply individually 
to the Board of Trade, Raleigh House, Dolphin Square, London, 
S.W.1, for licences to hire. 


CONTROL OF FIRECLAY AND SILICA 
REFRACTORIES 


Fireclay and Silica Refractories are now controlled as part 
of the Chrome Ore, Magnesite, Wolfram and Foundry Bonding 
Materials Control under the Ministry of Supply. Mr. H. Halliday 
has joined the Control as Director in charge of these materials.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
FILLING VALVES FOR TRACTION GAS BAGS 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued a War 
Emergency British Standard No. 1046 relating to Filling Valves 
and Hose Connections for Traction Gas Bags. 

The object of this specification is to ensure interchangeability 
between the connections on motor vehicles and on the supply 
pipes at filling stations. The specification lays down such 
recommendations in regard to the design of the filling valve as 
will ensure a satisfactory performance but without restricting 
individuality in design. Threads for the hose connections and 
unions are fully standardised dimensionally to ensure inter- 
changeability. 

In an appendix to the specification fully detailed working 
lrawings are given of one type of valve which complies with the 
general requirements of the specification and which has been 
found to be satisfactory in practice. Sa

RECOMMENDED DESIGNS FOR GAUGES 

In response to a request received from the Institution of 
Production Engineers, a ‘Technical Committee of the British 
Standards Institution commenced the preparation of a British 
Standard dealing with recommended designs for all of the common 
types of inspection and workshop gauges for plain and threaded 
work. With the advent of the war, the importance of this British 
Standard in relation to war emergency production was fully 
tealised by the Ministry of Supply and throughout its preparation 
the Technical Committee has worked in the closest collaboration 
with the Controller of Jigs, Tools and Gauges to that Ministry.

At the present time, some of the work visualised remains to be 
completed, but in view of the national urgency for the issue of 
these recommendations it has been decided to publish this British 
Standard as far as it has been completed. 

This new British Standard, No. 1044, Recommended Designs 
for Plug, Ring and Gap Gauges, deals comprehensively with the 
dimensional standardisation of all of the common types of 
gauges, including ring gauges, gap gauges and both solid plug 
gauges and plug gauges of the renewable end type as developed 
in America and now commonly used in this country. 

The tolerances on the gauges are not dealt with in this new 
British Standard, since they are already governed by the existing 
British Standard B.S. 919 for Screw Thread Gauges and B.S. 969 
for Plain Limit Gauges. 

The Controller urges that during the present emergency all 
production of gauges of the type covered by this British Standard 
should be in conformity with these recommendations and 
designs unless the particular circumstances make some departure 
from the Standard imperative.

GAS CYLINDERS 

The British Standards Institution has recently issued a further 
specification in the series of British Standards for Steel Cylinders 
for the storage and transport of gases. The present specification 
relates to manganese steel gas cylinders for atmospheric gases 
and is based on Exemption Orders, Nos. 16 and 21, to the Gas 
Cylinders Conveyance Regulations of 1931. 

The specification lays down the quality and composition of the 
steel and its heat treatment, requirements relating to the thick- 
ness of the cylinder walls, and a series of mechanical and pressure 
tests.

KENYA, UGANDA, TANGANYIKA AND 
ZANZIBAR 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Colonial Office have received by telegram from the East 
African Governors Conference the text of the following 
announcement which was published in East Africa on 7 August 
relating to imports into Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar :— 

‘Importers will be aware from recent announcements in the 
Press that, owing to lack of shipping space, severe restrictions 
on imports from overseas are to be imposed, and in order that 
space available may be used to the best advantage, all imports 
will be given shipping priority graded in three ratings in accord- 
ance with the degree of urgency regarding arrivals. 

All existing licences on the United Kingdom have already 
been recalled for review, and it is inevitable that a large number 
of such licences will have to be cancelled, as the amount of 
shipping space available is not likely to be sufficient for more 
than imports which will be assigned to the highest of the three 
shipping ratings into which goods covered by these licences will 
be divided. Recalled licences which it is found possible to 
reissue will be issued on a new form of licence, giving details 
of shipping and supply priorities, and reference to recalled 
licences which they replace. New licences will be issued in dupli- 
cate, so that one copy may be sent by the importer to the overseas 
supplier to assist the latter in obtaining an export licence and 
shipping space. Instead of a duplicate licence, the importer 
may, if he wishes, in cases only of licences on the United Kingdom, 
obtain from the Imports Control Office a special Airgraph 
Certificate giving particulars of his import licence for transmission 
to suppliers. Importation of goods covered by licences on the

United Kingdom that have been cancelled in accordance with 
the above procedure will be allowed, provided that shipment 
from the United Kingdom is effected before 31 August 1942. 

Outstanding licences on countries other than the United 
Kingdom are about to be recalled for immediate review. It is 
expected that a considerable number of these licences will also 
have to be cancelled. Importation of goods covered by such 
cancelled licences will be permitted provided that they are 
shipped before a date to be notified later.” 


NEW ZEALAND 
IMPORT LICENSING—SEVENTH PERIOD 

The Board of Trade have received details of the allocations 
for the Seventh Licensing Period (i.e. the calendar year 1943). 

In view of the delays at present being experienced in the ful- 
filment of orders, and shipping difficulties, it has been decided 
that sixth period licences shall be valid for imports up to 30 
June 1943 instead of 31 December next. 

Except in respect of the items shown in the Schedule here- 
under, applications for licences for imports during the seventh 
period will be considered on the same basis as for the sixth 
period, the schedule for which was published in the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 4 October 1941, and amended from time to 
time in subsequent notices. 

In respect of the items shown in the Schedule hereunder 
allocations (if any) will be determined on the basis indicated in 
the final column. 

Items marked “ A,”’—Allocations for imports from United 
Kingdom and Crown Colonies only will be granted up 
to 50 per cent. of value of licences granted for imports 
from those sources in 1940. 

Items marked “* AA,”’—Allocation for imports from United 
Kingdom and *‘ Other British ’’ countries will be granted 
up to 50 per cent. of the value of licences granted for 
imports from those sources in 1940, 

Ttems marked “* B.’—-Allocation for imports from all sources 
will be granted up to 50 per cent. of the value of 
licences granted for imports from those sources in 1940. 

Items marked “ BB.’—Allocation for imports from all 
sources will be granted up to 100 per cent. of the value 
of licences granted for imports from those sources in 
1910. 

Tiems marked “‘ C.”’—Items regarded as “ Control ” 
applications will be considered individually. 

Items marked “ D.’—Items for which no allocation is made. 

Items marked ‘“ MS.’-—Imports being arranged by the 
Ministry of Supply. In the meantime formal applications 
for licences should not be made. Persons desiring to 
arrange importations should furnish particulars of 
requirements direct to the Secretary of Supply or to 
agencies designated by him.*

RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS BY PARCEL POST 
INTO SOUTH AND SOUTH-WEST AFRICA 

The Postmaster-General announces that the Government of the 
Union of South Africa has modified the procedure for the issue of 
Import permits for trade parcels sent by post to the Union and South 
West Africa. In future, import permits in respect of trade parcels 
for those destinations will be issued only by the Union Controller of 
imports, Pretoria to the importer, who must communicate the 
number of the permit to the sender of the goods. The Customs 
Declarations accompanying the parcels containing goods covered 
by an import permit must be endorsed by the senders, thus ** Import 
eee obtained by addressee.’ It will continue to be 
necessary to produce export licences for goods subject to export 
control Orders by the Board of Trade.

) The desirability of including the date of handing-in on the 
delivered forms of telegrams from the Forces abroad is fully appre- 
ciated by all the authorities concerned. 

) The censorship authorities have arranged only to delete the 
date when this is really necessary in the interest of security, and 
whenever the date is left in by the censors it is duly transmitted to 
this country by Cable and Wireless Ltd. The date shown is, however, 
that on which the message reaches the Army Post Office or the 
Telegraph Service (not necessarily the day when the telegram was 
written by the sender).

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EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 

The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases.
